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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Uniform terminology must be used throughout the specification. For example, on page 6, 

para. 0028, line 4 mentions "housing 21", whereas line 8 mentions "housing hole 21". Para. 

0031, line 2 mentions "holder 4" whereas para. 0032, line 1 mentions "roller holder 4". 

On page 6, para. 0028, the syntax of the sentence which commences in line 7 does not 

read correctly. 

On page 6, para. 0030, line 4, it is not understood what is meant by "toward the outside of 
shaft 23". 

On page 9, para. 0046, line 4, "breaks" should read -brakes-. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

There is no basis in the specification for "squeezing member", "engagement mechanism", 
"regulating force generator", and "tube position regulating means". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the structure of claim 6, (said resilient 
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tube being provided with a tube position regulating means) and claim 10 (a regulating force 
generator that provides a regulating force to the squeezing member) must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

The drawings are objected to because parts in section are not hatched and parts in 
elevation are not shaded (see figures 1(B), 6(A) and 6(B)). 

The drawings are objected to for not complying with 37 CF.R. 1.84(i) which requires 
that the plane upon which a sectional view is taken should be indicated on the general view by a 
broken line, the ends of which should be designated by numerals corresponding to the figure 
number of the sectional view and have arrows applied to indicate the direction in which the view 
is taken. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6 to 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 6 recites "said resilient tube being provided with a tube position regulating 
means". There is no description of such structure in the specification. As described in the 
specification, the position regulating means is separate from the tube. 

Claim 10 recites "a regulating force generator that provides a regulating force to the 
squeezing member". There is no description of such structure in the specification. As described 
in the specification, the regulating force generator provides a regulating force to the squeezing 
member holder. 

This lack of description in the specification of the claimed structure would impose an 
undue burden on one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use the invention. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1 to 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 14, it is not clear to which surface of the cam member "whose surface" 

refers. 

In claim 1, line 18, it is not clear in which manner the movements of the squeezing 
member holder and the cam member correspond. 

In claim 1, line 3 from the bottom, "as" should read -after-. 

In claim 1, bottom line, it is not clear to what parameter "interval" refers. For example, 
does it refer to a time interval or a distance interval? 

In claim 6, line 3 from the bottom, there is no reference frame for "width (horizontal)". 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The prior art could not be applied to the claims due to their indefiniteness or non- 
enabling disclosure, or both.
